Deep Fortifications 
Collapse Along 25 Mi. 
Front; Nazis Fall Back 


Allied Headquarters in North Africa, March 29 (A P)—Field Marshal E r­ 
win Rommel's Mareth line defenses have collapsed under the pounding of the 
British Eighth army and his forces are retreating northward with heavy losses, 
it was announced today. 
Scattered pockets of resistance were left behind, but Gen. Sir Bernard L. 
Montgomery's infantrymen were reported mopping them up, one by one, as 
Allied aerial squadrons joined ground forces in powerful attacks along the 
Axis escape corridor. 
The Mareth line broke on a 25-mile front at three points, ranging from 20 
to 30 miles from the Axis supply port of Gabes. 
Mareth, Ma tm a ta and Toujane 
fell to British Eighth Army troops 
yesterday as the Axis gave way be­ 
fore the joint threat of the Irontal 
offensive and the flanking drive to 
El Hamma. a communique said. 
These were strongholds at the 
northern end of the Mareth line, the 
fortifications on which Rommel de­ 
lu d e d to delay Hie closing of the 
Allied noose.
